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PUBLIC The Public Library Commission apportioned grants-in- 
LIBRARY aid amounting to $4444.25 for the fiscal year ending 
COMMISSION March 31, 1946. Additional offers amounted te $500. 

Assistance amounting to @ proximately $5000 has thus 
been rendered, or offered, upon reasonable conditions, te 12 public 
library associations, 3 union libraries, and 3 city libraries. Further 
assistance amounting to approximately $5000 was. given:or offered, from 
funds for extension services, to 3 union libraries and to 3 community 
libraries that are pare, or to be organized, under the auspices of 
local school boards. . 


Through the thoughtfulness of Miss Louise &. Bridges, 
who is on the staff of Canadian Legion Educational Services, Ottawa, a 
shkpment of 344 books of a very good average standard was recently 
distributed amongst the 4 provincial gaols, preference in this case 
being given to the 3 smaller gaols at Prince George, Kamloops and Nelson. 
This donation was from surplus stock made available by reduction of 
activities of the C.L.E.S., and there is reason to believe that con- 
siderably larger quantities of books may be early available from the 
same source and for similar purposes. a 


Official. interest in institutional — service con- 
tinues to be indicated by the provision from the. Department of the Pro- 
vincial Secretary, of $500 for the purchase of books for the Provincial 
Home at Kamloops, $200-for Alco Hespital at Haney, and $300 for Mount 
St. Mary, Victoria.
